Here is the article in its 
entirety.

WILMINGTON - One day, 
many years ago, a kindly physi- 
cian stood at the back door of the 
Red Top Turkey Farm on 
Ballardvale Street in North 
Wilmington, talking to one of the 
ladies of the household. 

The physician was Dr. Daniel 
Buzzell, for whom the Buzzell 
Schoolis named. Thelady to whom 
he was speaking was Miss Alice 
Doucette, R.N. 

“| need you,” said Dr. Buzzell. 

He wanted Alice to become the 
Public Health Nurse for 
Wilmington. Alice protested. Her 
studies had been for Registered 
Nurse, not for Public Health 
Nurse. 

Abashful lady, she had gradu- 
ated from the Lawrence General 
Hospital in 1908, and had several 
years of experience in the surgical 
and obstetrical departments of the 
hospital. When Dr. Buzzell called, 
‘she was employed as a private 
nurse in the home of the Shattuck 
family in Lawrence. It was pleas-

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ant work. Those people of 
Wilmington who can reme 
Dr. Buzzell will be able to remem- 
bertheexpressionon his face when 
he sought to have something done, 
not for himself, but for the com- 
munity. 

The Doucette family of North 
Wilmington has never had the pre- 
tension of having a family motto. 
Had there ever been one, it would 
have been simple - one word - 
“Duty.” 

Alice’s father, a Nova Scotia 
Frenchman, was that way. He had 
come to Wilmington, the first of 
the French families in our midst. 
He worked ten hours a day, and 
then he went to a woodlot he had 
purchased, and cut trees. He 
logged those trees, milled them, 
and, with the lumber, built a house, 

where Alice and her sister Emily 

lived out their years. Their uncle, 
Louis Doucette, ran the turkey 
farm. 

It was Jerry Doucette who es- 
tablished a Sunday School for the 
Catholic children of Wilmington, 
while their parents were attending 
churchata missionin Ballardvale, 
long before there was a St. Thomas 
Church in Wilmington. 

With Jerry, it was a matter of 
duty. 

‘And, for thesame reason, Alice 
became Public Health Nurse of a 
small New England town. She

the winter, it was easier to crank 
if you jacked up the left rear 
wheel and let it spins youturned 
the crank. When the snow was 
really deep, the family horse was 
hitched up, and Alice made her 
rounds in a sleigh. And on the 
rutted, narrow roads of that pe- 
riod, there were times when she 
had to walk the last leg of the 
journey. 

Adozentimes, Alicepresided 
at the birth of Wilmington chil- 
dren, unassisted. She even de- 
livered a baby during the Hurri- 
cane of 1938. There was no elec- 
tric power. The Fire Department 
came in with emergency lights, 
and a neighbor had some water. 

Many, many times she’cared 
for injured children. Daily she 
made her rounds. Each case 
was, to her, more thanastatistic. 
It was a lesson in the way of life. 

‘There was the blind lady who 
lived on King Street. She had 
diabetes, too. Life for her could 
have been a perfect misery - but 
it wasn’t. Alice visited her daily. 

“learned about humility from 
her,” said Alice. 

There was the little girl who 
had to leave school when her legs 
became rigid. Alice sought to 
have her admitted to the Massa- 


chusetts General Hospital. It was 
overcrowded. There was no room. 
Alice persisted. Finally, she saw 
the head physician and persuaded 
him to take the girl, at a reduced 
rate, for the family had no money. 
‘An operation was performed, and 
the girl was sent home. But it took 
several years more. Alice visited 
her daily, massaged her legs, en- 
couraged her. Finally, with braces, 
she was able to stand again. She 
was finally able to return to school, 
and she received her high school 
diploma. 

Another episode which should 
not be forgotten was the influenza 
epidemic. Practically the whole 
town was flat on its back, stricken 
by disease, Dr. Buzzell said that 
Alice worked for 13 days, during 


iwhich, she had only cat-naps. He,

she hadn’t once had her clothes 
off, to sleep, as she worked unceas- 
ingly, nursing the stricken fami- 
lies of Wilmington. 

In 1962, the Baldwin Civic Asso- 
ciation honored her for civic ser- 
vice. 

Alice said, “It was a good life. If 
Thad todo it over again, I would. It 
wasn’t an easy life, though. You 
didn’t drop the hammer when the 
whistle blew.” 

Alice Doucette died on Novem- 
ber 15, 1967.

Bay State unemployment rate rose to 4% in October 


BOSTON - The Massachusetts 
seasonally adjusted unemployment 
rate rose from 3.9 percent in Sep- 
tember to 4.2 percent in October. 
The employment and unemploy- 
ment changes in October include 
the impact of the tragic events of 
September 11th. The attacks’ im- 
pact, however, cannot be sepa- 
rated from other influences on the 
job market. One year ago, in Octo- 
ber 2000, the Massachusetts rate 
stood at a near record low of 2.4 
percent. 

The national unemployment 
rate jumped by half a percentage 
point, from 4.9 percent in Septem- 
ber to 5.4 percent in October. The 
gapbetween the Massachusetts and 
U.S. rates widened to 1.2 percent- 
age points with the Massachusetts 
rate now falling below the U.S. 
rate for 80 consecutive months. 

‘The number of Massachusetts 
residents working in September 
fell by 7,300 to 3,229,600, while the 
number of ed increased 
by 8,600 to 140,100. The over-the- 
month increase in loyment 
appears to reflect persons who had 
lost jobs, rather than those who 
had left jobs voluntarily or had 
been previously out of the labor 
force. 

“Itis a time of economic uncer- 
tainty in Massachusetts and across 
the nation, and I am working to 
restore fiscal stability and confi- 
dence for the families of our state,” 
said Governor Jane Swift. “We 
could make major progress if the

Legislature produced a budget and 
Turge them to do so by the close of 
business today.” 

Massachusetts jobs dropped by 
11,200 in October, however, the 
magnitude of this job loss was in- 
flated by a 5,000 downward statis- 
tical adjustment to the reported 
level of in local edu- 
cation. The state’s total job level of 
3,356,600 was up 14,200 or 0.4 per- 
cent above the level of one year 
ago. In contrast to the Bay State's 
job performance, U.S. Job levels 
fell by an unusually large 415,000in 
October, and now show an over- 
the-year decline (378,000) for the 
first time since March 1992. 


a substantial monthly job 
loss, the Massachusetts results 
were more moderated. Largest job 
losses were recorded in trade, 
where retail outlets were feeling 
the impact. of wobbly consumer 
confidence, and local education, 
where thereported drop was purely 
astatistical artifact. Smaller losses 
were reported in transportation, 
manufacturing and services. On 
the other hand, both the construc- 
tion and finance sectors posted 
gains. 

Commenting on the latest jobs 
report, Governor Swift said “With 
the steep decline in retail jobs, I 
also challenge the Legislature to 
pass my sales tax holiday bill. A 
weekend of tax free shopping on 
December 1 and2will not only give 


shoppers and local retailers a boost, 
it will provide jobs to the hard- 
working men and women who are 
employed in our stores.” 

The services sector recorded a 
marginal 300 job loss in October. 
Business services was off 1,200, 
largely the result of declines in the 
temporary help supply industry. 
These job losses were partially off- 
set by a 700-job increase in health

Redmen too tough 


in gridiron battle

No matter all of the pre-game 
hype, speeches and emotions, the 
Thanksgiving football game — or 
any game for that matter — al- 
ways comes down to execution. 

Ona warm, sunny Turkey Day 
morning at Tewksbury's Doucette 
Field this past Thursday, the 
Redmen executed in every fashion 
beating the Wildcats, 28-3, in the 
67th annual contest between the 
two rivals. 

Tewksbury opened a 6-3 half- 
time lead into a second half blow- 
out. The win ends the Redmen’s 
season at 47 overall, while the 
‘Cats fell to 6-5 overall. For Tewks- 
bury, not only did they salvage 
their season with the memory of 
winning their last game, but they 
avenged last year’s Turkey game 
loss, and they also continued its 
home dominance on Turkey Day 
with their sixth straight win in 
front of an estimated 3,500 fans. 

“We were focused all week,” 
said Tewksbury fullback Bob Ullo, 
who scored two second half touch- 
downs and was immense through- 
out the game. “This Thanksgiving 
will be a lot better than any other 
one.” 

Said Tewksbury coach Brian 
Aylward, “The win or the loss re- 
ally wasn't the big piece. We were 
focused for 44 minutes and we were 
finally able to put it all together. 
That’sthe great equalizer. [thought 
the special team's played great 
and they put us in great field posi- 
tion every time. I thought the en- 
tire team played great, I really 
did.” 

Tewksbury trailed 3-0 after the 
first quarter as Wilmington’s 
Dereck Downs connected on his 
first field goal of his career coming 
from 27 yards out. Wilmington 
strung together a decent drive go- 
ing from their own 47 to the Tewks- 
bury 10. The key though was field 
positionas Wilmington quarterback 
Mike Herra — who probably had 
one of if not his best game in a 
Wildcat uniform —ran back a punt 
29 yards. 

Both teams exchanged punts 
and Tewksbury had the ball on its 
own 27 with 6:44 to go in the half. 
That’s when junior running back 
Steve Kasprzak put on a show. He 
went up the middle, he went to the 
left, he went totheright. Hestarted 
the drive out with six straight 
rushes gaininga combined 34 yards 

The seventh play on the drive 
was a pass from starting quarter- 
back Arnie Martel — who had a 
knee operation on one of his knees 
during baseball only to injure his 
second knee earlier this season to 
come back and play on Turkey Day 
—but onthe play Martel was nailed 
re-injuring his knee and putting 
him on the bench, while, Wilming- 
ton was nailed witha pass interfer- 
ence penalty. 

Five plays later, with a new 
quarterback, sophomore Bryan 
Descoteaux made a beautiful pass 
totheleftendzoneto Matt McGinnis 
(who did push off the Wilmington 
defender but wasn’t called for it) 
for a ‘yard TD, his 6th of the 
season. Ullo’s PAT kick was 
blocked by Wilmington’s Derek 
Hanley and the first half ended 
with Tewksbury ahead 6-3. 

“Early on we did some good 
things and we moved the ball and I 
thought we played a pretty good 
first half,” said Wilmington coach 
Bob Almeida. “We missed some 
things that we should've had, but 
overall it was a pretty good first 
half.” 

However, on Wilmington’ first 


play from scrimmage in the third 
quarter, the ‘Cats fumbled and 
Tewksbury’s 325-pound lineman 
Christos Koustenis pounced on the 
loose ball 

“Christos certainly did play his 
best game of the season,” said 
Aylward. “He was so excited all 
week, He was on the field during 
the second half of last year’s game 
feeling so helpless.

‘Throughout their lives, most

dealing with an electric car, so 
the equivalent is miles-per-kilo- 
watt hour (MPK),” explained 
DeLisle. “I get about 2.4 MPK 
and that equates to a cost of 
about 4¢ per mile - much lower 
than a gasoline powered vehi- 
cle.” 

It takes approximately 6 
hours to charge the car’s bat- 
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tery to full capacity. 

Once charged, the car has a 
range of about 34 miles, It is 
this aspect of the car which 
DeLisle describes as “its 
biggest problem...And when the 
battery dies, it’s just like run- 
ning out of gas, but the battery 
is designed to have a reserve 
capacity. Hopefully, that will 
prevent you from getting 
stranded!” 

The car’s creator also 
rigged its system with a kill- 
switch feature, which is 
designed to cut power in the 
event of an accident or strong 
impact. 

DeLisle is currently design- 
ing solar cells for the car, 
which he hopes to mount on his 
home in order to gather and 
store energy for the battery.

utility knife, score down the 
line, through the paper and 
lightly into the gypsum core. 
Break the panel core into sepa- 
rate pieces with a quick, firm 
movement of your hands, 
which should grasp the drywall 
edges on both sides of the score 
line.

Recently, a friend asked’ 
me if there is a difference 
in image quality when a 
digital picture is recorded 
on a CD, compact flash 
card, smart media card, 
memory stick or micro 
drive. He also asked if the, 
recording media had an ef- 
fect on the life of a picture... 

The answer to all those 
good questions is, simply, 
no. Dire pictures (digital 
files) look the same when 
they are recorded on differ- 
ent media. I did mention 
that it’s important to down- 
load pictures from a cam- 
era to a hard drive as soon 
as possible. After they are.” 
loaded on the hard drive,» 
pictures should be saved on 
a CD-R, DVD-R, JAZ or, 
ZIP disk. I also mentioned 
to ay friend that pictures 
could be opened at a later 
date without a loss in qual- 
ity — if saved in the TIFF, 
Genuine Fractals or Pho- 
toshop format (JPEG files 
lose quality when they are 
repeatedly opened). 

I went on to explain that 
storage devices have a life 
— as do prints. However, 
because digital imaging is 
still relatively new, tests 
thus far on how long digital 
images will last are incon- 
clusive. Some experts sa 
that the data on a CD-| 
and DVD-R will last 75-100 
years, and that files on JAZ 
and ZIP drives might last.a 
few years less. 

In my opinion, I said, 
storage life isn’t really rele-~ 
vant. That’s because the 
aforementioned storage de- 
vices probably will not be 
around in the next century. 
_ going the way of the 3.5- 
inch floppy disk, a storage 
device that used to be popu- 
lar, but one that can’t be 
used with some newer com- 
puters. 

Not to nie, I said. The 
change in technology will 
not come overnight; there 
will be devices that let you 
transfer old images to new 
storage devices in’ the fur 
ture. (You can still buy 3:5 
disks and accessory 3.5 
drives for new computers 
that fit into USB ports.)

The tv cameras were 
not there the other night when 
“Michael's” home burned down, 
but we were. We are able to be 
there for him and the hundreds of 
other families we help each year 
because the good people of the 
Merrimack Valley make it all pos- 
sible, and we are so grateful. 

As we head into the winter 
months, we know that the number 
of residential fires in our commu- 
nity will increase. With your con- 
tinued support, your local Red 
Cross can continue to provide the 
same kind of lifesaving help here 
at home that we are bringing to so 
many affected by the tragedies in 
September. Thanks again for your 
help.

BOSTON - State Senator Sue 
‘Tucker has announced that a bro- 
chure providing informationonthe 
Circuit Breaker Tax Credit for se- 
nior citizens is available at a vari- 
ety of locations in her district. The 
tax credit is designed to ease the 
local property tax burden on local 
senior citizens. 

Senator Tucker’s brochures in- 
troduce senior citizens to this new 
tax credit, which could save quali- 
fied seniors up to $385 on their 2001 
property taxes, and will be made 
available in town halls, senior cen- 
ters and senior meal sites through- 
out her district, which includes 
Andover, Dracut, Lawrence and 
Tewksbury. 

“Many local senior citizens are 
deeply concerned about their level 
of property taxes,” Senator Tucker 
said. “We passed this tax break to 
assist those seniors who are on a 
fixed income and now it’s very 
important that we educate the com- 
munity about how it works.

Survey shows 
teens lack 


awareness 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -Arecent 
survey of 20,000 American 


mon neurological disorder that 
affects about 350,000 children and 
teens in this country. 

The survey reveals that 68 per- 
cent of teens are unfamiliar with 
epilepsy. During Epilepsy Month 
(November), the Epilepsy Foun, 
dationis|a anational cam- 
paign called “Entitled to Respect” 
to improve understanding and a¢- 
ceptance of teens with epilepsy 
among their peers, The campaign 
is part of a youth programpartnerr 
ship between the Foundation and 
the Centers for Disease Contrp 
and Prevention, which funded th 
survey. 

Perhaps the most surprising 
survey result in 67 percent of teens 
would probably not know what to 
do if someone had a seizure. The 
Foundation is distributing a spe- 
cial brochure nationwide during 
Epilepsy Month with guidelines 
about what to do if someone has a 
seizure. The guidelines suggest the 
following steps in the event of a 
conclusive seizure: "2 

Stay calm 

Move things out of the way 

Put something soft under thie 
head 

Loosen anything tight around 
the neck 

Turn the person gently to one 
side 

Don’t put anything inthe mouth 

Don’t try to hold the person 
down 

If a person has a seizure that 
looks like staring, loss of aware- 
ness, blinking, chewing, or other 
movements, you should: 

Stay calm 

Guide the person away from 
danger or standing in front of any- 
thing hazardous 

Don't try to grab hold of them 

Stay nearby until the person is 
fully aware again. 

Teens may wonder if they should 
call an ambulance when someone 
has a seizure. If there are injuries, 
if the seizure lasts longer than five 
minutes, or if another seizure be- 
gins soon after the first, then an 
ambulance should be called. How- 
ever, seizures usually end natu- 
rally without any medical atten- 
tion.
